The constant wartime worry, how- 
ever, remains the endless tussle with 
the cost of living which cuts 
through the monthly paycheck 
with the speed of a torpedo through 
water. Even more troubling is the 
fact that the family is not pur- 
chasing any war bonds, 

“The children have a few stamps 
in their books but somehow we 
haven't managed to buy a single 
bond.” 

You can't build a “cushion” for 
the future when profiteers take 
every living cent and want even 
more. That is the way the “hunger 
bloc“ wants it. Make it impossible 
for the people to lend money to 
Uncle Sam by raising prices and 
reducing living standards. 

“There is meat if you have the 
money,” she said frankly: “But 
prices are twice as high as they 
were last year.” 

To explain what she meant, Mrs. 
Boe cited two examples. Breast of 
lamb for stewing used to be about 
10 cents a pound two years ago. 
Last year it was 18; now it is 35. 
Stewing beef was 18 cents two years 
ago; today you have to pay 40. 

“You have to buy food just as 
your money lets you and don’t eat 
anything more. It’s net a question 
of points at all, Money is the im- 
portant thing.”

Lou Novikoff came up from the Pacific Coast 
League two years ago with more raves than any player 
in recent minor league history. Rated as one of the truly 
great natural hitters of the day Lou seemed a cinch to 
roar to the top of the league. A heavy-set guy not unlike 
Jimmy Foxx in build, Lou hits a ball harder and further 
than any man in the majors outside of Ted Williams, now 
in the Army Air Force.

N HIS letter to Ralph Parker, Moscow 
correspondent of the New York Times, 
remier Joseph Stalin has again affirmed 
e basic Soviet position towards Poland,

After re- 
rating for two weeks that the Soviet 
si was somehow “dubious,” “enig- 
“uncertain,” the Times queried 
lin, and when Stalin reaffirms the basic 
et position, known to the whole world, 
Times huzzahs that Stalin has now 
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clarified Soviet policy, and “retreated” from 
some previous uncertainty. 

Of course, the restatement of the Soviet 
position will be valuable, since it once again 
brings home the essentials of Soviet policy 
to the American people, the people of Poland 
and the whole world. But the fact remains 
that it was the New York Times echoing the 
Polish pro-Hitlerite leaders which raised all 
the uncertainties. 

Bs for the government-in-exile, yester- 
day’s Daily Worker carried the remarkable 
article by Lt. Col. Zigmund Berling, the 
chief of staff of the 5th division of the 
Polish armed forces, withdrawn from the 
USSR last autumn. Berling reveals how 
Polish government agents carried on anti- 
Soviet espionage, revived all the old anti- 
Soviet societies in the Polish army, and 
bitterly persecuted Polish democrats, Jews, 
Ukrainians, and Byelo-Russians. 

More significant, Gen. Anders of that 
army openly speculated that the Red Army 
would be defeated in 1941 and then the 
Polish armed forces would be free to do 
“whatever we please.” When it was clear 
that the Red Army would not be defeated 
(without Anders help), this general under 
orders of the Sikorski government tried 
again and again to delay joint fighting be- 
tween the Red Army and the Polish armed 
forces for the defeat of Hitlerism and the 
liberation of Poland. 

Are such people as the colleagues of Col- 
onel Beck interested in a strong Poland? 
Is this friendship with the USSR? Are such 
people really concerned with defeating Hit- 
lerism and establishing a strong, independ- 
ent Poland? Obviously not. 

The policy of the Polish-emigre govern- 
ment remains a policy of bitter hostility to 
their eastern neighbor, of brutal repression 
of all democratic forces who are essential 
to Poland’s independence. 

Whatever confusion there is, therefore, 
lies with the Times. For the labor movement 
and the nation the issue is clear. Nothing 
must be allowed to mar the relations between 
our own country and our powerful ally.

Distinct progress is being made on 
both these issues.

Government specifications for 
armaments call mostly for open 
hearth steel. As a result, open 
hearth furnaces have been over- 
taxed while bessemer steel furnaces 
have been working at only 75 per 
cent of capacity. 

The steel union locked into this 
situation and discovered that while 
open heart steel was preferable 
specifications could be changed in 
many instances to use bessemer 
steel. A proposal that this be done 
was made by the union's represent- 
ative right in the steel division of 
WPB 


The proposal was accepted, and 
as a result, bessemer steel pro- 
duction has gore up by 17 per 
cent, or 100,000 tens a month. 
Which is nothing to sneeze at. 
Harold Ruttenberg, former re- 

search director for the steel union 
wa) is now an official in WBS 
steel division, is surrounded by in- 
dustry spokesmen. But he has 
nevertheless managed to get things 
done. He is part of the unoin’s 
Labor Advisory Committee attached 
to the steel division which, inciden- 
tally, led the successful fight for a 
48-hour week in steel.
